(A 
man who spends all his time work­ 
ing with poultry 
raisers told me 
just the other day that 80 percent 
of them didn't have enough equip-, 
men! and even the 
feeders and 
waterers 
they had 
were 
often 
empty: 
They “just hadn't 
got 
around to filling 
them up yet.") 
And they may give the birds plen­ 
ty of corn, but not enough protein

Affect Farmers 
at Three Points 


Cost 
of 
Goods Making 
Busi­ 
ness Stable 


Plans Pay M ore 
Than Ever For 
Wartime Dairy 


-Dairymen who have, made care- 
ful plans to meet 
the 
wartime 
needs of increased 
milk produc­ 
tion have for the most part adopt­ 
ed a cropping 
system 
that will 
furnish an abundance of good hay 
and succulent 
pasture 
for 
all­ 
summer grazing. 
Production 
on such farms will 
remain at a high level, costs will 
be kept at 
a 
minimum and the 
margin between 
cost and selling 
price will be larger, explains C. S. 
Rhode, of the dairy department, 
University of 
Illinois 
College of 
Agriculture. 


There are three main points at 
which the application 
of retail 
price ceilings established by order 
of OPA touch the interests of Illi­ 
nois farm people, 
according 
to 
L. J. Norton, chief in agricultural 
marketing 
at the University 
ot 
Illinois College of Agriculture. 
In the first 
place, he 
pointed 
out, these ceilings will 
tend 
to 
hold down the costs of many goods 
which farm 
people will purchase. 
In addition the ceilings will tend 
to limits on prices of certain farm 
products and, third, they will tend 
to prevent a rise in marketing and 
processing margins 
On this latter point Norton said 
“Dating the maximum prices back 
to the March level 
may, in fact, 
have the effect of squeezing down 
marketing margins. This would be 
particularly true in cases 
where 
the demand 
for a product is ex­ 
tremely strong in relationship to 
the supply. Such a situation seems 
to exist in connection with hogs 
and pork. 
Currently, the govern­ 
ment is taking about 30 per cent 
of the slaughter of pork for ship­ 
ment to our Allies. It is anticipat­ 
ed that the production of pork will 
run about 15 per cent above last 
vear for the balance of this mar- 


on pork and beef products., 
many 
kinds of canned goods, fluid nnlk 
and cream., as well 
as ice cream. 
Products for which ceilings were 
not established were other dairy 
products, poultry 
and eggs, lamb 
and mutton and flour. The appar­ 
ent basis for determining whether 
a ceiling would be imposed on 
a 
foodstuff was the relationship 
of 
the price of the raw farm product 
to the parity price. 
If the price 
was below’ 110 per cent of parity, 
a ceiling was not imposed. Excep­ 
tions were also made for highly 
seasonal products."
